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A WELFARE STATE 

Is Canada rapidly becoming a welfare state? That 
is a question that thinking Canadians must answer for 
themselves and they must decide very soon if that is 
what they want their country to be.

These 
it administers through a huge bureaucratic system. The 
money for them comes from hecivy tetxcation, much of} 
which is “hidden” so that the people do not realize that 
they are paying for the benefits bestowed upon them 
by their kindly, paternalistic government. 

Great Britain is operating as a welfare state and 
so is the U.S.S.R., to mention only two. Both countries 
are plagued with hordes of government officials and 
inspectors. 

Is our government aiming at a welfcre state for| 
Canada? Do we want that? 

Canadians have always been highly individualis- 
tic people, self-reliant, vigorous. They hcive recognized 
the need for looking alter those of their numbers who 
are unable to care for themselves. Do they want to be 
cared for by their government when they do not need 
that care? 

It is axiomatic that the more the people expect 
their government to do for them, the less individual 
freedom those people have. Are we willing to sacrifice 
our freedom, or at least a large part o! it, for a mess of! 
governmental pottage? 

Cgnadians must decide. If they want a welfare 
state, fhey are well on the road to having one. If they 
don’t, it is time they made that clear to their represen- 
tatives in parliament.
